President Cleveland Enters on 
Hie Active Dutlee. 



TRIALS AMa TfUBULAIIONS.

WASBnroTOli, March 7. — For the 
8«cond time In his career, Mr. Cleve- 

laud began to n idize yesterday morn- 
ing the trials and tribnlationa which 
beset a new president daring the first 
days of his term. Very fortunately for 
Ida phydoal wdl being, howerar, the 
TWt of the intanrening Sanday and the 
tzodw OD that day of thooaands of 
fhoaa who would undoubtedly have 
thronged to the White House ha<l they 
remained in town, relieved him to a 
great extent of. the fatigue of excessive 
handshaUag which fdl to his part 
dght yean ago when thare waa no Ban- 
dit for nsk and the apring lika weather 
oavMd maaj people to extend their 
Tiait to Waahington and make the cns- 
tomary pilgrimage to the Mecca of the 
executive mansion. But, even as it 
was, he had no easy day. 

In aocordanco with his usual habit, 
Mr. Clevpland arose early, and aftor 
brfakfaHting wont dirt;ctly to the pre.si- 
dent's room, where he attcinpted to diH- 
patch some business. But tlie tliroii;<s 
of distingfuished visitors soon began to 
storm the doors, and Mr. (.'lovelaml was 
obliged to forego his work ami listen to 
honeyed words of congnitulatiou from 
governorn of states, senator*, SBplWHrt* 
atives and a host of others. 

(xovernors Pattison of Pennsj-lvania 
and Northen of Georgia, each with his 
■taff, were the first callers who saw Mr. 
Cleveland. They were received infor- 
mally in the president's room. Then 
came Governor Peck, the humoroiis 
statesman fronj Wisconsin, and with 
him the brans buttoned mumljera of his 
stafT. (kiveruor Morris of OomMOttont, 
came too with his staff. 

There were senators and representa- 
tives galore— !Mills of Texas, the author 
of the famous tariff bill and Mr. Cleve- 
land's sterling henchman in congress; 
Butler of South Carolina, and Palmer, 
the old warhouRo from Illinois. Con- 
gressman Springer, chairman of the 
ways and means conimittoe, who, if ho 
retains his chairmanship in the Fifty- 
third congress, will bo Mr. Cleveland's 
mam dependence in carrying out his 
tariff views. Behind Mr. Springer's 
pleasant smile and always courteous de- 
meanor, came a delegation from his 
•tate. Theodore Roosevelt, civil service 
commissioner, remained with the presi- 
dent long enough to congratulate him 
on his civil service reform titter^ces in 
his inaugural address. Ex-Congressman 
Frank Lawler of Chicago was also 
among the callers. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock the brass bands 
began to i>lay in the vicinity of the 
White House, and stepping to their 
mnsic came many political organiza- 
tions. The driveway leading to the 
main doorways of th» White House was 
Boon packed with people anxious to 
shake hands with the president. The 
Samuel J. Tilden of Philadelphia. 100 
strcjiig, was the first organization to ob- 
tain admittance, and its members were 
mustered in a hollow S(iuare in the 
spacions east room until Mr. Cleveland 
came down stairs. It was not until 20 
minutes p.i.st 11 o'cUn-k that he entered 
the room. Ho was attired in n bla(;k 
cutaway and dark trousers, and looked 
the picture of good ]ie:illli. It svub re- 
marked by many present, who Imd not 
seen him more than once or twice in 
four years, that his . appearance •'.as 
much more improved since his official 
exit from Washington. His face was 
ruddy, his eyes clear, and ho stood with 
a firmness that showed him to he a man 
of remarkable vigor. 

Squire William McMnllen and Con- 
gressman McAleer headed the Handalls. 
and before the band had half finished 
playiiiLC "Hail to the Cliief," they had 
the line started past Mr. Cleveland and 
out a convenient window wliich had 
been arranged for an exit. Each mem- 
ber was introduced to the president by 
Mr. McMullen, and received a hearty 
handshake from him. 

Congressman Combs and ex-Congress- 
man Archie Blisa headed the Kings 
county Democratic organization, with 
400 members and a big band. Then 
came the Cleveland association from 
the president's own city, Buffalo, and 
Mr. Cleveland recognized many of its 
members, several ol than banf per- 
sonal friends. 

After the clubs came the multitude of 
the general ^lublic. They poured 
through the main doorway in droves. 
Two lines of ueoplo in double file 
marched under the portico from noon 
until 1 o'clock and in through the main 
doorway, then into the east room, past 
the bowing, smiling, handshaking 
chief mat^strate, around the apartment, 
and out of the window of exit. The 
lines e.xtended 100 yards beyond the en- 
tiHUctj to the White Ilouso. For a 
time they reached down the lonjr drive- 
way and into Pennsylvania avenue. 
Each person who m'knaged to get into 
the mansion received a handshake and a 
smile from Mr. Cleveland and )in kept 
up this monotonous routine until a 
messenger came to his ndlef at 1 o'clock 
and informed him that the World's fair 
delegation was watMag far Ua in the 
cabinet room. 

Mr. Cleveland left the east room im- 
mediately, much to the disappointment 
of the hundreds who had failed to see 
him and these were not pacified by the 
announcement from the doorkeepers 
that the president would return at 2 
o^clock.

CLEVELAND'S FIRST 

«o Is Asked to e* to Okleaflo 

the World's Fdlr. 

WAsniNQTON, March 7. — President 
Cleveland's first official invitation was 
extended to him yesterday afterno( n. 
It came from the world's fair commis- 
sioners and directors, and was presonUid 
according to previous engagement in 
the cabinet room at 1 o'clock. 

There were present from the commit- 
tee on public ceremonies P, A. B. Wid- 
ener, Chairman B. B. Smalley, V. D. 
Croner, James Hodge?, A- T. Ewing, T. 
W. Palmer and .Tohn T. Dickinson. 
From the committee on ceremonies of 
the world's fair directory— E. F. Law- 
rence, T. B. Bryan, A. H. Revell, 
Fred W. Peck, Benjamin Butterworth. 
From the national world's fair commis- 
sion—Vice President J. A. McKenzie, 
F. L. Williams, J. T. Harris, E. E. 
Goodel. Oeneral Nelson A. Miles, U. S. 
A., accompanied the committee by in- 
vitation, and the Chicago con g r o esfonal 
delegation was expected to be present 
but did not appear. 

President Cleveland received the 
party in the cabinet room. Introdnc- 
tions were made by ex-Senator T. W. 
Palmer, chairman of the ColambiMti ex- 
position commiMioners. After all the 
gentfemen hsd been greeted, many of 
them old acquaintances of the presi- 
dent, Mr. Widener addressed the presi- 
dent, who 8ioo«l at the head of the table 
with Ilia hu,nd8 on his hips in an atti- 
tude of earnest attention. Mr. Widener 
said: 

Mr. Prksidxnt — It gives ma great 
pleasure, as chairman of the committee on 
public ceremonies, to extend to yon an in- 
vitation to be present at and participating 
in the opening exerc i ses of the Columbian 
world'i fair axposttion, on tha lint day of 
May next. The occasion oommemorates 
the graiftest event in the history of the 
western oontinant, and tells of tha glorias 
of the gi 'a at sa t eoontry on that eontinant 
and of the world. It is antiteiy proper 
that the opening of the expodtton ahould 
be formally proolaimad by tha pmaldeni 
of tha United Statsa. The eommlttaa de- 
sire me to so^raaa tha hope that Mrs. 
Cleveland, who will also rsoslva an Invita 
tioQ, mi^ aooompany yon on that occa 
si on. 

President Qeraland's responsa was 
entirely informal, and oonsiated mainly 
of qneations as to the length of the pro 
gram and tha time it would ba neces 
sary for him to remain in CUaaco to 
perform what waa expected of nim 
"If I go," ha aaid, •4t will ba baoanaa I 
deem it a pnbUe duty which I onght to 
discharge. At that time, aa yon genti 
men ara donliieaa awara, thara will be 
many matters of pnhlio uaporltaea to 
demand my pr esaneahar a." 

JUOai OWES HAM SWORN IN. 

Th« eam of Offic* of Saerataty oT MoU 

Kormmlly Titkaa. 

Washington, March 7. — Judge 
Greaham took the oath of office as sec- 
retary of atata at the state department 
yestwday afternoon. His commiiaion 
with thoaa of tha other membara of the 
cabinet had been reoeived at tho White 
Hou»e from the department, and were 
banded by Private Secretary Thnrber 
to the president, who signed tham im 
mediately. 

Shortly afterward Judge Oraaham 
came over to the White House but the 
president waa busy shaking hands in 
the eaat room and his new seoratary of 
state made no attempt to see him. In- 
stead, ha waa driven over to the state 
department in the carriage of Mr. 
Thurber, who aocomraniad him bearing 
the commlaaiona of the members of the 
cabinet. Colonel Crook, the disbursing 
officer and notary public of tha White 
House, administered the oath of ofBce. 
Mr. Wharton afterward signed Judge 
(^reshum's commission and the latter 
will perform a like office today for his 
associates in the cabinet. 

It is probable that the aaran other 
cabinet officers will take the praaoribed 
oath at the state department between 
10 and 11 o'dook this morning. The 
oath taUng will ba accompanied by 
more eeremoaj tiiaa haa been custom- 
ary, and it is aald that the method to 
bo pursued is wM^^el preoadant as it 
has been the OOt W l tt for nawly ap- 
pointed cabinat cOcars to be sworn in 
at their renaotlTe departmanta in a 
manner daroid of formauty. 

When tha oatha have been taken, 
Judge Ghraaham will sign tha oommia- 
sions of hla ooUcagnss in the oaUnat. 

Yesterday afternoon whan ha had 
been indnctad into office, ha went to tha 
White House and paid Us raqpceti to 
the president. 

The new secretary of state was en- 

froesed with the dntiea devolvinii upon 
im and he failed to meet many nriehda 
who called upon him at tha hotel.

WAaaixoTOit, March 7.— Hon. Josiah 
Qubicy of Maasaohuaetta waa yesterday 
formarly tendered the position of assis- 
tant secratary of state by Secretary 
Oresham, which ha accepted.

Mt Fki.i.ow CrnZRWA>-Tn ohMllnnnA t/) 
the mandate of my countrymen I am 
i^ut to dedkate myself to their service 
nnder the sanction of a solemn oath. 
Deeply moved by the smnaaion of oonfl- 
denee and personal aMMbOMBt which has 
called me to this service* I am aura my 
gratitude can make no bettor vatOfBthan 
tha pledge I now give before Ood and these 
witnssaea of unreserved and oomplete de- 
votkm to tha intatosts and welfare of those 
who have honored ma. 

I deem it fitting on thia oooaaloB, while 
Indloattaig the opTnlona I held coneiMmlnR 
public questions of preaeat impoctanoe to 
also briefly refer to the existenea of cer- 
tain conditiona and tendenoioli among our 
people which seem to menace the integrity 
and usefulness of their government. 

While every American dtlsen must con- 
template with the utmost pride and en- 
thusiasm the growth and expansion of our 
country, the sufficiency of our institutions 
to stand against the rudest shocks of vio- 
lence, tlie wonderful thrift and enterprise 
of our people, and the demonstrated supe- 
riority of our free government, it behooves 
us to constantly watch for every symptom 
of insidious infirmity that th r ea t e ns our 
national vigor. 

The strong man who, in the oenfldence 
•f sturdy health, courts the stomest aetiv- 
ities of life and rejoices in the hardihood 
of constant labor, may ttlll have lurking 
near his vitals the unheeded dissaaa that 
dooms him to sudden collapse 

It can not be doubted t U:\t our stupend- 
ous achievements as a people and our 
country's robust strength have given riae 
to a heedlessness of those laws governing 
our national health which we can no more 
evade than human life can escape the laws 
of God and natniu'. 

Manife.stly nothing i'< more vital to our 
supremacy aaa nation and tirthe l)enell- 
cent purposes of our governnicn; than a 
sound and Htablo currency. It'^ cxpusure 
to dej;r;iUation i^houlil at oiiee nr()u.se to 
activity the most eiillKiiieiied statesman 
ship, and t)ie (laii>;erof (icpreciatioii in tlie 
piircliasiiig power of the way;es paid to toil 
should furiiisli the str>inge«t incentive to 
prompt iiMil conservntivt! preeaution. 

In dealing with our pre-sfnt einliarrius.s- 
Ing situation, as related to this subject, we 
will be wise if we teui[)er our conddence 
and faith in our national strength and 
resources with tho frank concession that 
even these will not permit us to defy im- 
punity the Inexorable laws of finance and 
trade. At the same time, in our efforts to 
adjust differences of opinion we should be 
free from intolerance or passion and our 
judgements should be unmoved by allur- 
ing pbrassa and nnvasad by aslflah te< 
te rests. 

I am confident that such an approach to 
the subject will result In prudent and 
elTective remedial legislation. In the 
meantime, so far as the executive branch 
of the government can intervene, none of 
the powers with which it is invesifd will 
be witlilield, when their exercise is deemed 
nece.ss<iry to maiiitaiu our national credit 
or avert financial disaster. 

Closely related to the exa^Kerated confi- 
dence in our country's greatness, which 
fends to a disregard of the rules of na- 
tional safety, another danger confronts us 
not le.sK .serious. I refer to the prevalence 
of a popular disposition to ex|)ect from the 
operation of tho government especial and 
direct individual advantaffas. 

The verdict of our votefs, which con- 
demned the injustice of maintaining pro- 
tection for protection's sake, enjoins upon 
the people's servants the duty of exposing 
and destroying the brood of kindred evib 
which are the unwholesome progeny of 
paternalism. This is the bane of Kepul>- 
lican institutions and the constatit 
peril of our government by the 
people. It degrades to the pur- 
poses of wily craft the plan of rule our 
fathers established and bequeathed to us 
as an object of our love and veneration. It 
perverts the patriotic sentiment of our 
countrymen and tempts them to a pitiful 
calculation of the sordid gain to be de- 
rived from their government's mainte- 
nance. It nndermines the ' self-reliance of 
our people and substitntes in its place de- 
pendenoaupon governmental favoritism. 
It stifles the spirit of true Americanism 
and stupefles ever ennobling traits of 
Amerioan dtlsanshlp. The leasona of pa- 
ternalism ought to be nnleamad and the 
belter lessens taught that while tha people 
should periodically and oheortally anpport 
their goTommtnt its funotloaa do notin- 
olnda tha snpport'Of tha people. 

The aoeoptaaoe of thia prineipla leads to 
a rsfoaal of bonntiee and anbaidiaa, which 
burden tha labor and thrift of f portion of 
onrdtlaona to aid ill-adTisad or languish- 
lag en terpris e s in which thev have no oon- 
oem. It leada alao to a ohailenga of wild 
and rseklesa ponsioB expanditurat which 
ovarieapa tha bounds of grateful recogni- 
tion of patriotic service and proatitutes to 
viohms nasa the people's prompt and sen- 
arana Imptflse to aid thoaa dlaulad Inueir 
ooontry'a defease. 

Every thoughtftil American moat laaUse 
the importance of the cheeking at Ita be- 
ginning any tendency in pubUo or private 
station to regard frugality and economy 
aa virtnea which we may safely outgrow. 
The Idlantion of thia idea resulta in the 
waste of the people's money by their 
chosen servanta and anoourotfee prodigal- 
ity and extravagance In tha na^ Ufa of 
our countrymen. 

Under our scheme of gowRUMnt the 
waste of public mousy ia a Mte apilnst 
tda flittMiMt Md tha oontomptof onrpeo- 



pie for economy and fruRality in tRelr 
personal affairs, deplorably saps the 
strength and stwdinsoa of oar national 

character. 

It is a plain dictate of honesty and goo<l 
government that public expenditures 
shonhl be limited by public necessity and 
that this should be measured by the rules 
of strict economy; and it is e(|auJly cleai 
that frugality anions the people is the 
best Kuaranfy of a contented and Strong 
support of free institutions. 

One mode of the ini,«appropriatioii <if fhi' 
public funils is avoideil when ap[)oint- 
metits to otVu-e, instead of lieini; the re- 
wards of partisan activity, are awarded to 
those wIkkc elli( icncy promises a fair re- 
turn of work for the compensation jiaid to 
tlu iii. To secure the lituess and com pt*- 
teucy of (ipi)ointees to ollice, and to re- 
move ircni jiolitical action t he, demoraliz- 
iiiK madneas for Spoils, civil service reform 
has found a plaaa In onr publlo poUay and 

Liws. 

The benefits already gained through 
this instrumentality and the further use- 
fulness it promises, entitle it to thu hearty 
support and encour.iifemeut of all who 
desire to sei' our public service well per 
formed, or who hope fur the elevation of 
political scTitiniciit and tha pnilfloMionof 

political methods. 

The existence of immense aKKreKations 
of kindred enterprises and combiuaticjns 
of business interests, formed for the pur- 
pose of limiting prodiii'lion and llxiiiK 
prices, is inconsisi i nl w ith the fair field 
which ouuht to he open to every independ 
ent act i\ it y. l.cKil iin.'itf st rife in business 
should not he sui*ercedc(l by an enforced 
cr)ncession to the demandsof coi7ibinations 
that have tlu' power to destroy; nor should 
the people to he served Iom- the benefit of 
cheapness, which usually »esuUs from 
wliolesonie competition. 

These nf<Ki'e!4'i' i""^ combinations 
frequently constitute conspiracies against 
the interests of the people, .and in all their 
phases they ai'e unnatural and opposed to 
our American sense of fairness. To the 
extent that they can be reached and re- 
strained by federal power, the general gov 
eminent should relieve our citisana from 
their interference and exactions. 

Loyalty to the principles upon which 
our goverumeul rests, positively demands 
that the equality before the law which it 
guarantees to every citizen should be 
justly and in Kood faith conceded in all 
parts of the land. The enjoyment of this 
right follows the bade of cillzenship 
wherever fuimd and, unimpaired by race 
or color, it appeals for recognition to 
American manliness and faimees. 

Our relation.s with the Indians located 
within our borders impress upon us re- 
sponsibilities we can not escape. Human- 
ity and consistency require us to treat 
them with forbearance, and in our deal- 
ings with them to honestly and consider- 
ately regard their interests. Every effort 
should bo made to lead them through the 
path of civilization and education to self- 
supporting and independent citizens. In 
the meantime, as the nation's wards they 
should be promptly defended against the 
cupidity of designing meii, and idbielded 
from every influence or temptation that 
retards their advancement, 

lhapantia of the United Statoa have 
deoNod that on this day theoimtrolof 
thehr government in ite legislative and ex- 
ecutive hranohea shall ba given to a polit- 
ical party pledged in tha moat terms to 
tha aooompliahment of tariff reform. 
They have thus determined in favor of a 
more Jnat and equitable system of federal 
taxation. The agents they have ehosen to 
carry oat their purposes are hound by 
their promises not less than by the com- 
mand of their masters, to devote them- 
selves unremittingly to this service. 

While there should he no surrender of 
principle, our task must be undertaken 
w iuely and without vindictatlveness. Our 
mission is imt pnnishment by by the recti- 
fications of wrongs. If in lifting burdens 
from the daily lite of our people we reduce 
inordinate and unequal advantages too 
long enjoyed this is I) lit a necessary inci- 
dent of our return to rit;ht and justice. If 
we exact from nnwilling minds acqui- 
escence in the theory of an honest distri- 
bution of the fund of governmental ben> li 
cence treasured by us for all, we but insis; 
upon a principal which underlie-, over free 
institution. When we ti'ar aside the dis 
cus.sions and misconceptions which have 
blinded our countrymen to their con 
ditiou under vicious tariff laws, we 
but show them how far they have been 
led away from the paths of contentment 
and prosperit) . When we proclaim thiil 
the necessity for revenue to support the 
government furnishes the only justifica- 
tion for taxing the peoi>le, we Hiinounce a 
truth so plain that its denial would seem 
to indicate the extent to which jucli; 
ment may lie Infiueuced by familiarity 
with perversions of the taxing power; and 
when wo seek to reinstate the self- 
Cuufldeuce aud business enterprise of our 
citizens, by discrediting an abject de- 
pendence upojj governmental favor, we 
strive to stimulate those elements of 
American character which support the 
hope of American achievement. 

Anxiety for tli(^ redemption of the 
pledges which mv party have made, and 
solicitude for the c(jmplete ju.stification of 
the trust the [x-ople have reposed in us, 
constrains m" to renund lho.se with Whom 
I am to co-operate that we can succeed in 
doing tho work which has been especially 
set before us only by the most sincere, bar 
monlous and uninterested effort. Even if 
insuperable obstacles and opposition pre- 
vent the consummation of our task, we 
shall hardly be excused; and if failure can 
be traced to Our teult or neglect, we may 
be sure the people will hold us to a swift 
and exacting accountability. 

The oath I now take to preserve, protect 
and defend the constitution of the United 
States not only impressively daflnes the 
great lesponsibillty I assume, bntaaggests 
obedience to constitutional 
the rule by which mj 
must be guided. 

I shall, to the best of my ability and 
within my sphere of duty, pwassie the 
oonstitution by loyally protecting every 
grant of federal power it *^t»1wt. by da- 
fending all ita restndnta whM rt*nktd 
by impatienee and restlsssnesa, and by 
forolng its limitations and rsaarvatlima in 
fnsscof tbtitat««BAtl»poWltL -

dutiMthat confront me, and mindfal of 
my weaknees, I ahoald be a^allad U tt 
were my lot to bear onaldad tna rsapoaal 
bllity which awalta ma. 

I am, hiwever, saved from discourage- 
ment when I remember that I shall have 
the support and the oounsel and coopera- 
tion of wise and patriotle men who wtti 
stand at my sids in oaUnat plaooa, or will 
repraaent the people in their legislative 
halhk 

' I find also much comfort in remembering 
t hat my countrymen are just and gener- 
ous and in the assurance that they will 
not condemn those who, by sincere devo- 
tion to their service, deserve thatr torboar- 
ance and approval. 

Above all, I know there ia a saprtma 
being who rules the alTairs of men and 
whoae goodness and meroy have always 
followed tha American people, and I know 
he will not turn from us now if we humbly 
seek his po werful aid.

into executive session, passed upon and 
confirmed each of the app'ointments, di- 
rected a notification of its action to be 
comnAinicated to the president, came 
again into ojien sesnion, had a resolu- 
tion ottered by Mr, Call (Dem., Fla.) in 
reference to railroad lands in his state 
and the interference of railroad compa- 
nies with .s^natoiial elections, and had 
a joint resolution introduced by Mr. 
.Sherman (Rep., O.) proposing Ml 
amendment to the constitution. 

The aiiK'udment proposed is to fix tha 
time for tho beginumg and termination 
of the term of office of president and 
vice ])residont, and congress at noon on 
the :Mh of April. The change is to go 
into etTect in 1897, and to continue 
thereafter. Mr. Sherman's joint reso- 
luti<jn was laid on the table at his re- 
quest, ho signifying his intention to 
have it referred hereafter to the com- 
mittee on privi leges and eleotiona.
